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charge of a company of Saints, bonnd 
for the Pacific coast, in the ship 
Broeklyn. They took all necessary 
outfit for the first settlers of a new 
country, including a printing press, 
upon which was afterwards struck off 
the first regular newspaper of Califor- 
nia. This company was, also, the 
earliest company of American emi- 
grants that arrived in the bay of San 
Franoisoo, and really the pioneer emi- 
tion of American citizens to the 
olden, State, for Fremont’s volun- 
teers Gannot) be considered in that 
character. Indeed, it is not a little 
singular that che Mormons were not 
enly the pioneers of Utah, but also 
the pioneers of California, the builders 
of the first houses, the starters of the 
first papers, and what has contributed 
‘so much to the growth of the Pacific 
slope, the men who discovered the 
gold, under Mr. Marshal, the foreman 
of Sutter’s mills. These facts, how- 
ever, the people of California seem 
somewhat to hide in the histories of 
their State. 

Relative to the sailing of this com- 
pany, Samuel Brannan had written to 
the Mormon authorities. Ex- Post- 
master Amos Kendall, and the said 
Benson, who seems to have been Ken- 
dall's agent, with others of political 
influence, represented to Brannan, 
that, unless the leaders of the Chureh 
signed an agreement with them, to 
which the President of the United 
States, he said, was a silent party,” 
the government would uot permit 
the Mormons to proceed on their jour- 
ney westward. This agreement re- 
quired the pioneers ‘‘to transfer to 

A. G. Benson & Co., and to their 
** heirs and assigns, the odd numbers 
** of all the lands and town lots they 
„% may acquire in the country where 
„ they may settle.” In case they re- 
fused to sign the agreement the Presi- 
dent, it was said, would issue a pro- 
clamation, setting forth that it was 
the intention of the Mormons to take 
sides with either Mexico or Great 
Britain against the United States, and 
order them to be disarmed and dis- 
persed. Botb the letter and contract 
are very characteristic, and the worldly- 
minded man’s poor, imitation of the 


earhest religionist has probably often 
since amused Mr 


Brannan himself. 
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In his letter he said :— 

** declare to all that you are not 
„going to California, but Oregon, 
and that my information is official. 

Kendall has also learned that we 
have chartered the ship Brooklyn, 
and that Mormons are going out in 
her; and, it is thought, she will 
be searched for arms, and, if found, 
they will be taken from us; and if 
not, an order will be sent to Com- 
modore Stockton on the Pacific, to 
search our vessel before we land. 
Kendall will be in the city next 
Thursday again, and then an effort 
will be made to bring about a recon- 
ciliation. I will make yon ac- 
** quainted with the result before I 
leave.“ 

The ‘‘ reconciliation” between the 
Government and the Mormons, as 
the reader will duly appreciate, was te 
be effected by a division of the spoils 
among political chiefs, including, if 
Brannan and Kendall are to be relied 
on, the President of the United States. 
The following letter of fourteen days’ 
later date is too rich and graphic to be 
lost to the public: 

„New York, Jan. 26, 46. 
Dear Brother Young : 

I haste to lay before your honorable 
body the result of my movements since 
I wrote you last, which was from this 
city, stating some of my discoveries, 
in relation to the contemplated move- 
ments of the General Government in 
opposition to our removal. 

had an interview with Amos Ken- 
dall, im company with Mr. Benson, 
which resulted in a compromise, the 
cenditions of which you will learn by 
reading the contract between them and 
us, which I shall forward by this mail. 
I shall also leave a copy of the same 
with Elder Appleby, who was present 
when it was signed. Kendall is now 
var friend, and will use his influence 
in our behalf, in connection with 
twenty-five of the most prominent 
demagogues in the country. You will 
be permitted to pass out of the States 
unmolested. Their counsel is to go 
well armed, but keep them well secre- 
ted from the rabble. 

I shall select the most suitable spot 
on the Bay of San Francisco for the 
location of a commercial city. When 
I sail, which will be next Saturday, at 
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one o'clock, I shall hoist a flag with 
Oregon on it. 

Immediately on the reception of this 
letter, you must write to Mr. A. G. 
Benson, and let him know whetber 
you are willing te coincide with the 
contract I have made for our deliver- 
ance. I am aware it is a covenant 
with death, but we know that God is 
able to break it, and will doit. The 
Children of Israel, in their escape from 
Egypt, had to make covenants for their 
safety, and leave it for God to break 
them ; and the Prophet has said, ‘ As 
it was then, so shall it be in the last 
days. And I have been led by a re- 
markable train of circumstances to 
say, amen; and I feel and hope you 
will do the same. 

Mr. Benson thinks the twelve should 
leave and get out of the country first, 
and avoid being arrested, if it is a 
possible thing; but if you are ar- 
rested, you will find a staunch friend 
in him ; and you will find friends, and 
that a host, to deliver you from their 
hands. If any of you are arrested, 
don’t be tried west of the Alleghany 
Mountains ; in the East you will find 
friends that you little think of. 

It is the prayer of the Saints in the 
East night and day for your safety, 
and it is mine first in the morning and 
the last in the evening. 

I must now bring my letter to a 
close. Mr. Benson’s address is No. 39 
South Street; and the sooner you can 
give him an answer the better it will be 
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for us. He will spend one month in 
Washington to sustaip you, and he will 
do it, no mistake. But everything 
must be kept silent as death on our 
part, names of parties im particular. 

I now commit this sheet to the post, 
praying that Israel’s God may prevent 
it from falling into the bands of witked 
men. You will hear from me again | 
on the day of sailing, if it is the Lord’s 
will, amen. Your's truly, a friend 
and brother in God’s kingdom, 8 

S. Brannan.” 

The contract in question was signed 
by Samuel Brannan and A. G. Benson, 
and witnessed by W. I. Appleby. To 
it is this postscript : 

This is only a copy of the original, 
which I have filled out. It is no gam- 
mon, but will be carried through, if 
you say, amen. It was drawn up by 
Kendall’s own hand ; but no person 
must be known but Mr. Bensoh. | 

The following simple minute, in 
Brigham Young’s private journal, is 
a fine set-off to these documents: 

Samuel Brannan urged upon the 
council the signing of the document. 
The council considered the subject, 
and concluded that as our trust was in 
God, and that, as we looked to him 
for protection, we would not sign any 
such unjust and oppressive agreement. 
This was a plan of political demagogues 
to rob the Latter day Saints of mil- 
lions, and compel them to submit to 
it by threats ef Federal bayonets.

SAT UPON.

It is a way which some people have. 
They may mean nothing by it, but 
they do it all the same; they sit upon 
their friends and neighbors ruthlessly, 
and their friends and neighbors are 
squashed accordingly. Does an un- 
fortunate proffer an opinion? The 
sitter comes down like a sledge ham- 
mer, and proves to all concerned that 
the words just spoken are unqualified 
nonsence, and that no one whose 
brains were in tolerable werking order 
eught to hold such opinions, under 


pain of being considered fit for an 
asylum. It may have been the meek- 
est little monse of an idea that ever 
stole out from between a pair of timid 
lips; all the same it is pounced upon 
as if it were a roaring lion bent on the 
intellectnal and spiritual destruction 
of all with which it comes in con 

and treated as a crime. Say that one 
of these predestined victims hazards 
a surmise as to the distance between 
Charing-cross and* Bayswater, or ven- 


tures to believe that an Arab thorough- 
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bred can distance an English racer— 
at once the battle-cry is raised, and 
the amount of inches to be traversed, 
or the speed with which they can be 
traversed, is made into a cause repre- 
sentative of all the order and intelli- 
gence of the world on the one side—on 
the other of all its folly and iniquity. 
It is marvellous how these sitters-on 
by profession can extract great princi- 
ples owt of the most insignificant mat- 
ters when it is for the discomfiture of 
the victim, and turn perfectly harm- 
less opinions into evidences of more 
than inaccuracy of detail or the want 
of extended vision. They are not 
content with putting a speaker right, 
but must n add the sentiment of 
blame, of a withering contempt, of 
supreme astonishment at the culpable 
ignorance displayed, and of sublime 
self-assurance in the consciousness of 
superior attainments, the possession 


of knowledge famed for its accuracy 


and thoughts invulnerable in their 
wisdom. 

As there are sitters-on by profession, 
so are there the sat upon by destiny. 
Nature bas sent them into the world 
for that purpose, as much as she has 
sent cherries for blackbirds to eat, and 
nuts for squirrels to crack. They are 
of two kinds—the rash and inaccurate, 
and the timid and uncertain. The 
rash and inaccurate offer too many 
blets to the keen and cruel marksman 
to be passed by. They assume to know 
everything, and they assert without 
the fear of contradiction before their 
eyes ; but as they never know anything 
thoroughly, they make more misses 
than hits, and the sitter comes down 
on them viciously, and put them right 
with the air and sentiment of chastise- 
ment, Yes—say these rash and posi- 
tive people when walking for the first 
time in a strange country—yes, that 
road turning to the left is sure to be 
the right way ; they know it, they are 
certain of it. Asked by the sitter on 
what they base their opinion, and they 
baye little to answer beside tbe un- 
answerable ‘‘ Because 1 do.” Where- 
upon the sitter demonstrates to per- 
fection that they are wholly in the 
wrong, and that the read to take is 


the right, and by no means to the left. 
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As the rash are more sure to be wro 
than right, the sitter has the best 
it; and the self. laudatory crowing 
that goes on for all the evening after 
is apt to become wearisome to the 
peaceful bystander. The sat-upon of 
this kind seldom take the crowing 
much to heart. He or she is used to 
it, for as the habit of rash and bold 
assertion is inveterate and constan 
the fate of being sat upon is one 
daily and hourly occurrence. But 
they are as elastic as bold; and 
squeezed flat, as one would think, one 
moment by the crushing demonstration 
of a hard-headed sitter, the next they 
are as puffed up and full blown as ever, 
asserting more things which they de 
not know, as glibly as if they had just 
learned them out of a prize encyclo- 
peedia, and could give chapter and 
verse for their authority. They are 
net very pleasant people to deal with 
on the whole, and though one is so 
sometimes to see them so sat upon, sti 
they deserve a little crushing, else 
they would be as misleading as they 
are presumptuous, and might do as 
much mischief as they create annoy- 
ance. Nevertheless, they get their 
full share of the punishment which 
they court, and are sat upon in general 
to a pitiless extent. | 
The other kind destined by Nature 
to the process are the timid and uncer- 
tain. They say what in their own 
undisturbed minds they know to be 
right; but they have not the courage 
of conviction, and when the sitter 
questions their accuracy and denies 
their statements, they blush, hesitate, 
stammer, are distressed, and finally 
falter out, Well, perhaps you are 
right; I am not certain.” If the sitter 
finds that they have been right, th 
then receive another lecture on the 
folly in not holding to their own, 
their immorality in being beaten off 
their point, Either way they are sure 
to be sat upon, poor things; and they 
have not the courage to defend them- 
selves on one side or the other. Th 
were made for the pu = 
hesitation, timidity, modesty, all lay 
them open to the attacks of the sit- 
tera; and they receive what they 
invite, if they do not deserve. Queen.

SETTLEMENTS. 


— 


The following, relating to the settle- 
ments made on the Little Colorado, 
by the brethren, is from the pen of 
Governor Safford, of Arizona, from 
notes made by him on a trip from 
Camp Goodwin to that point 


Thirty miles over a rolling, grassy 
in, Horsehead Crossing, on the 
ittle Colorado, is reached. At this 
int a Mexican has a ranch, and has 

n located here for about five years. 
Nine miles below is found the first 
settlement of the Mormon colony. 
We remained all night at the first 
settlement, called Obed. We were 
kindly received by Mr. George Lake, 
the bead man or Elder of the settle. 
ment. At first he was a little doubt- 
fal-tbat the Governor of the Territory 
would drop down upon them in an 
ordinary miner's garb, working his 
own way through so rongh and gene- 
rally avinhabited a country, but be 
coming satisfied on that point, such 
as they had in the way of comforts 
they gave fteely, as this people do to 
strangers who come among them. 
This colony came from Utah and 
settled in this valley last March. It 
consiste of about four hundred souls, 
men, women, and children. They 
have formed four settlements, one 
across the river from Obed, under 
charge of Wm. C. Allen, and two 
twenty miles below, at or near Sunset 
Crossing, one under charge of Lot 
Smith, and the other under Jesse 
Ballinger. They brought with them 
Wagons, teams, seeds, cows, and seve- 
ral months’ provisions, and commenced 
immediately to build forts and houses, 
take out irrigating ditches and open 
farms. Every one works with a will, 
the head men taking the lead. They 
have no drones among them, and the 
work they have accomplished in so 
short atime is truly wonderful. Large 
stone forts have been built, substantial 
stone houses erected, large dams con- 
stracted, and many miles of large, 
irrigating ditches dug, often for long 
distances through solid rock. They 
were unfortunate this year in having 
ene of their large dams washed away. 


This dam turned the water into two 
ditches on either side of the river, 
each four miles in length. The break 
occurred just as they were about to 
commence irrigating, which caused 
almost the total loss of the crops of 
the upper settlements this year. When 
asked if this misfortune did not dis- 
courage them, they replied, not in the 
least; that it gave them experience to 
guard against like misfortunes in the 
future. They are much pleased with 
their location, and say that the advan- 
tages of soil and climate are far supe- 
rior to anything in Utah. They have 
erected a good saw-mill, and sell lum- 
ber at $10 per thousand at the mill, 
They also have a yrist mill to attach 
to it as soon as sufficient wheat is 
raised, and intend to erect a woolen 
mill and wagon factory within the 
next two years. The advantage of an 
abundance of hard wood near at band 
will place them in position to suppl 
Arizona, Utab, and New Mexico wit 
wagons of a superior quality, as the 
climate is warm and dry, and the 
shrinkage will be much less than in 
those manufactured in a damper cli- — 
mate. A good vein of coal has been 
found within fifteen miles of their 
settlement. They expect their num- 
bers to be increased before spring to 
about two thousand, and as Utah is 
now about full, a steady stream will 
continue to flow into Arizona, until 
our vacant lands are taken up and 
utilized. And this brings us to the 
question of what effect this immigra- 
tion will have upon the foture of 
Arizona. All concede that we need 
an energetic, industrious, economi 
self-relying people to take pos i 
of, and subdue and bring into use 
vast unproductive lands of | 
This Mormon immigration ‘fills

all strangers receive a b 
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among them. They appear to be sin- 
cere and devoted in their religious 
belief, and give proof of their sincerity 
by self denial in cheerfully going far 
away from centres of civilization and 
building up new homes. They profess 
to base their belief and draw their 
inspiration from the sacred pages of 
the Bible, and claim as their guide the 
golden rule. All this is well, and in 
this picture of beauty there is to be 
found but one dark spot, and that is 
their belief in the right to have a 
lurality of wives. From a free and 
ank conversation with Mr. Lake, I 
understand that while they believe in 
this right, only those with single wives 
ve been selected to come to Arizona, 
and it is their intention in future to 
ive a willing obedience to all our 
ws. This being the case, I can see 
no reason why their immigration 
should not be welcomed and encou- 
raged by every true friend of the Ter- 
ritory. The health of the young colony 
has been excellent, which they mainly 
attribute to the absence of drugs 
among them, and only using such 
herbs and roots as they can find, in 
case of sickness. There have been 
seventeeh births since their arrival, 
and a matronly old lady told me with 
evident satisfaction, that this was but 
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a small beginning of what might be 
expected to follow. They have a 
splendid, robust looking lot of child- 
ren, and the mothers are very fond of 
showing them to new comers. They 
are very desirous of having schools, 
and will at once build four scbool- 
houses, and organize school districts 
under the general school law of the 
Territory. They do not complain of 
the injustice of paying their taxes this 
year, but say it puts them to serious 
inconvenience, as they had to send 
some of their people away to work and 
earn money, while they were much 
needed at home. But the money had 
been earned and was put aside ready 
to be sent by the first safe hands. 
This leads me to think and suggest 
that the toil-worn immigrant who has 
come here with his wife and little 
ones to make a new home, and who in 
so doing has expended all his ready 
money, should be exempt, at least 
during the first year, from the burthen 
of taxation. There are several thriving 
settlements at Springerville, and at 
other points higher up on the Little 
Colorado, and with its agricultural and 
grazing facilities this section is deter- 
mined to become a wealthy, populous, 
and prosperous portion of the Terri- 
tory.—Arizona Citizen.

degree, and therefore the necessity 
still continues for a larger number of 
expert stonecutters to be engaged on 
the Block. : 

Already the large quantity of rough 
cut stone lying around on the Block. 
requires that the space should be 
economized, and, of course, as this 
elass of work inoreases the ground will 
be still more fully occupied. With 
the present force of fine stonecutters, 
it would take most of the winter for 
them to prepare the base string course, 
which goes entirely around the build- 
ing. It is expected, however, that 


tnis force will be materially increased, 
and the various departments of labor 
go forward more proportionately.

rogress still more rapid and satis- 
tory. 

The work of building Temples is 
one of inestimable importance, not 
only to the Latter-day Saints, but to 
the Saints of all ayes, and even to the 
whole human family, and it is a labor 
that all who have received a glimmer- 
ing of light with regard to the designs 
and purposes of Jehovah should de. 
light to take an active part in. The 
building of such sacred structures 
here is not only important because of 
the keys and blessings that will doubt 
les be received therein, but it is also 
of vast importance in an educational 
point of view, a preparatory work to 
prepare the Saints for what lies before 
them in the future. This movement 
and interest, lately greatly revived in 
the hearts of the Saints, by the teach- 
ings of the aathorities of the Church 
and the promptings of the good spirit, 
suddenly places a large force of young 
men, as well as those of more mature 
age, in a position where they have an 
opportunity of becoming adepts at 
mason work. It is necessary that a 
goodly number should be skilled in 
that direction, in view of the great 
Temple-building work that lies before 
the Church in what must be compara- 
tively the near fuiure, not only here, 
but in the Centre Stake of Zion, in 
Jackson County, Missouri. A reve- 
lation given in September, 1832, by 


Smith, states decidedly that in the 
generation in which that revelation 
was given a Temple would be there 
reared, and the glory of God rest upon 
it— 

Which Temple shail be reased 
in this generation; for verily, this 
generation shall not away until 
an house shall be built unto the Lord, 
and acloud shall rest upon it, which 
cloud shall be even the glory of the 
Lord, which shall fill the house.” 

It will necessarily take seme time 
to construct a building of such gran- 
deur of style and nobility of propor- 
tions as that is destined to be, and, 
especially in view of the stupendous 
events that now seem impending over 
this nation, and indeed the whole 
world, the time for the commencement 
of that work may not be so far distant 
as may be generally supposed Any- 
how, it is well for all to be prepared 
for what the Lord has in store, by act- 
ing in diligence and self-denial in 
laboring for the building of Temples, 
or in doing any otber duty connected 
with the work of the Father,” which 
bas commenced among all nations.

BUILDING TEMPLES. 


[FIRST PAPER. | 


Awmone the many remarkable features of Sacred History, there is probably 
none which so thoroughly captivates the feelings, or that we look back to with 
mcre peculiar interest, than the preparations for, the building of, and final 
dedication to the Almighty of the famous historic Temple of Solomon. As to 


bow long the descendants of Jacob had this building in view, or how many 


they built prior to it, the records are in a measure silent; yet that they did 
build before this what was called a Temple, is evident from 1 Samuel i, 9; and 
we might almost infer that they enjoyed the opportunities and blessings which 
belong to a Temple, or Temples, even when in Egypt. (see 2 Samuel vii, 6.) 
Any way, there can be no doubt but that with increased national importance, 
increased national wealth, and general peace, they would be disposed to enjoy 
at sometime, (even if only stimulated by gratitude,) a building which should 
eclipse in grandeur any which bad preceded it, and one in which they could 
find a fitting resting place for the Ark of the Covenant,” that ark which, 
coming down from the past, linked them to their great law-giver and leader, 
even Moses, and which contained at one time within its sacred recesses ‘‘ the 
tables of the covenants, the pot of manna, and Aaron’s rod which budded.” 
(Hebrews ix, 4.) The Israelites were the more disposed to do this beeause 
these symbols, or articles, were the ever present witnesses to those marvelous 
manifestations of divine interest, and divine intercourse, which characterised 
their history both before and after their deliverance ; not only reminding them of 
the time when making brick under the taskmasters of Egypt, but also when they 
becdine free men, and denizens of the desert; not only during that memorable 
confict of authority between Moses and Aaron, and the magicians, but also 
whea tho dashing waves rolled over their infuriated pursuers ; not only when 
with mtirmurtigs they stood before their leaders crying for the flesh-pots of 
Bayt, bus aloo when like hoar frost, the mamna lay upon the wilderness, and 
ther, did nt bread from heaven ;” not only when they almost perished for 
thirst; but also when Moses smote the rock of Horeb, and they drank and 
lived's' not only of the time when they danced in madness and rebellion around 
the golden calf which they had created, but also when humiliated and subdued 
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beneath the thunder and lightnings of Sinai, they covenanted and declared, 
‘all that the Lord hath said we will do.“ These and a thousand other memo- 
ries of the past were identified with this. the ‘‘ Ark of the Covenant.” No 
wonder that so sacred a structure, bearing within it 500 years of tbrilling 
historic and miraculous associations, should demand at last a resting place, such 
as in detail was revealed to the Great King, and completed by (in some respects) 
his still greater Son. 

But there was still more involved in the building of this Temple, than simply 
as a depository for the Ark, it also included the ministrations of the Levitical, 
or Aaronic Priesthood, the offering of sacrifice and the worship of Jebovah ; 
and inasmuch as Seventies and Elders belong to the Melchisedec Priesthood, 
may be, they also officiated there, although the record on this point is silent, 
or only inferentially intelligent. (See Numbers, xi, 16, 24, 25.) The Almighty 
had made the ancestors of this now great people the recipients of his promises; 
they had had given to them this Melchisedec Priesthood; he bad made them 
participators of the Gospel; they had been baptized unto Moses iu the cloud 
and in the sea, and if they could have received it, the kingdom of God would 
have been established among them; but they were rebellious, in prosperity, 
they became heady and high-minded, the ordinances of the Gospel were super- 
seded by the law, which ‘‘ had not power to make anything perfect.“ (Heb. vii, 
19. »The law was added because of transgression, till the seed should come 
to whom the promise was made,” and was intended but as a schoolmaster to 
bring them (lerael) to Christ.” (Gal. iii, 19, 25.) Indeed, we are informed 
that under the covenant made with Abraham, which was confirmed before of 
God in Christ,“ Israel dwelt some four hundred and thirty years. (Gal. iii, 17.) 
Yet the Lord always had respect to bis promises, and when the people turned 
toward him, they were exceedingly blest and prospered. 

After Moses had passed away, there was a measurable withdrawal of the 
more direct authority and Priesthood from before the people. True, Joshua 
had been found faithful, and was ordained by Moses as leader of Israel; yet he, 
with Caleb alone, of that mighty host who forded the pessages of the Red Sea, 
were permitted to enter the promised land. The Lord was with them, we 
know, in driving out and subduing their enemies, and finally in establishing 
them in this land of promise, so lang as they served the Lord they were 
invincible ; but when they were disobedient and idolatrous, they were subject 
to chastisement and overthrow. During the rule of the Judges, their prosperity 
and success were in strict parallel with their faith in, and obedience to, the 
commandments and the law ; so when they regarded the voice of the Prophets 
and the counsels of the Elders, they were never subjected by the nations which 
surrounded them. The forty years of prosperity under the son of Jesse, con- 
solidated them into a nation, and He had determined upon the building of “ a 
House” unto the name of the Lord, but David was a man of war, and had shed 
much blood, not that he sinned in obeying the commands of the Almighty, 
but as in the case of Uriah, it was the shedding of innocent blood more parti- 
cularly, which debarred him from carrying out his project as given to Nathan 
the Prophet ; yet as the Lord promised it should be established by his son, so 
it was done, and Solomon had of the treasures which David his father had pre- 
pared, of hewn stone, iron, brass, and cedar trees, in abundance, also one 
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hundred thousand talents of gold, (about 54 millious sterling, with a producing 
power far beyond the present,) and a thousand thousand talents of silver, (or 
about 12 million sterling as before,) with cunning workmen without number, 
and the pattern also, as delivered to him of the Spirit, with the aid of the tens 
of thousands of Israel, and the hosts who were tributarytothem. The Temple 
was eight years in building; small it might have been as to size (150 feet by 
105 feet), yet it was grand, magnificent, and great, because of its ornaments, 
its material, its wealth and precious stones, also because of its contents ; it had 
not only the ‘‘ Tabernacle” which Moses built, and the Ark of the Covenant“ 
with its treasures, but it had the Urim and Thummim, by which the Priesthood 
consulted the Almighty (all of inestimable value), and still more, it had the 
visible cloud which rested over the mercy seat, and its altars were subject to 
the rushing flame from heaven which consumed the sacrifice, God manifesting 


by his presence and power his acceptance of the structure, and his regard for 


Solomon and Israel his people. 

Who can read of that wonderful edifice, and dream of its sacred courts ; who 
can ponder the magnificence of its Holy of Holies, and think of its mercy seat 
and overshadowing cherubim ; who can count those sacred vessels and utensils 
in unstinted profusion ; who can think of the brazen sea, and the twelve sus- 
taining oxen; who can dwell upon so as to realize its tables, candlesticks, 
lamps, lavers, basins, its pomgranates, palm trees, and chains, without being 
astounded at that excessive richness of orramentation, which seems to sink 
into insignificance all the architectural glories of ancient or modern times? 
Who can tell the vast amount of preparation for the final dedication of so 
sumptuous a palace, the marshalling of the singing hosts, with their chorus 
and trumpeters, all arrayed in white linen, in wondrous contrast to the cunning 
work of purple, crimson, and blue; the magnificence of the apparel belonging 
to the High Priests and attendant priests; the floating incense and the per- 
fumed air; the Kingly Solomon and his crowding retinue; the brazen trum- 
pets, one hundred and twenty strong; the unity of these with the singers, 


then the descent of the cloud, so that the priests could not minister by reason 


of the cloud, for the glory of the Lord had filled the house? (2 Chron. v, 14.) 
Then that great prayer offered up by the King from the brazen scaffold which 
he had erected, importuning the Almighty to accept the offering of his people, 
to bless them in all their administrations therein, to hear their prayers, accept 
their repentance, and forgive their sins, and when Solomon had closed, to 
witness the fire descend from heaven and consume the burnt offering and the 
sacrifice, till the glory of the Lord filled again the house. Can we, can Christ- 
endom, read from Sabbath to Sabbath these things ; have the living witnesses 
(the seed of Judah) right in their midst, and never query, Why all this pomp 
and ceremonial? Why have manifestations like these for ever passed away ? 
And shall men dare to ponder upon a revival of those ancient glories? Will 
ever another Temple stand on earth in which the Priesthood may minister, 
and the cloud in token of acceptance and residence dwell upon it? Ah, 
Christendom! how are thine eyes veiled, and thine understanding darkened! 
Few there are who believe ‘‘ that the Lord whom ye seek shall suddenly come 
to his Temple,” and still fewer who know when and where that Temple shall 
be built. Many believe that Solomon made silver in Jerusalem as stones, 
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and cedar trees as the sycamore of the plains,” but few know that a greater 
than Solomon is here,” that the Priesthood again finds a dwelling place among 
men, and that a people are being prepared, so that when the Savior Jesus 
comes, he may have a place to lay his head,” even a Temple, the offspring of 
revelation, and when ‘‘the Lord shall create upon every dwelling place in 
Mount Zion, and upon her assemblies, a oloud and smoke by day, and the 


shining of a flaming fire by night.”

PAPER. 

Sir,—For about twenty-five years I 
have been an off and on reader of your 
paper, and, when a younger man, en- 
thusiastically hailed your appearance 
as the advocate of ‘‘the right,” the 
foe of everthing which savored of 
humbug, and the champion of the 
oppressed and belied—nay, more, it is 
within my experience that you have 
given space to members of the ‘‘ Mor- 
mon“ Church, when they have been 
the subjects of ridicule, the victims 
of prejudice, or the recipients of pub 
lic misrepresentation. You circulete 
largely amongst the class whence we 
have drawn our converts—viz., the 
intelligent of the working men of 
England, and, as a consequence, carry 
an influence which probably always 
has been (as it should be) in favor of 
truth and fair play. 

[I notice with much regret, and so 
will many others that in your Book 
Review” of Jast issue, there has been 
singled out a passage] from a book 
called American Pictures,” by the 
Rev. S. Manning, L. L. D., which you 
consider as an equally appreciable 
and unprejudiced opinion of what he 
saw and heard there.” If the rest of 
his American Pictures” are no more 
truthful, or his prognostications of the 
future of the United States are of the 
same character as those he has favored 
us with of Utah, I venture to assert 
that they are, in a very great measure, 
unreliable and superficial. He tells 
us, for instance, that wealth has 
reduced fanaticism, that with orchards, 
farms, and homes, they (the Mormons) 
are settling down into a quiet, orderly 
community.“ Will the doctor please 


tell us, when in the history of the 
people they were without farms, or- 
chards, and houses, except when 
robbed of them by their enemies? 
If this is so, then they never were fana- 
tics, never were disorderly, for their un- 
flagging industry always secured what 
our author considers to be-an antidote 
to that which he deprecates ;” they 
have been the victims of fanaticism, 
but it had its origin among the mini- 
sters of the Gospel, [who have mainly 
led the mobs in all their history of the 
past, fanaticism, indeed 7] 

Our reverend and zealous friend(? 
quotes a remark made (as he says 
by one of the wealthiest men of 
the Territory (now an _ apostate). 
Up to five years ago I never ventured 
to walk on the side-walk after dark, 
I always kept to the middle of the road, 
with my hand on the revolver. Had 
[I not done so I should certainly have 
been assassinated.” It has always 
been supposed that travel renders a 
man less credulous, but the doctor 
swallowed this with avidity. He 
failed to give the name of this precious 
coward, but I have lived in Salt Lake 
City, and traversed its streets at all 
hours for necessity, business, and 
pleasure, for twenty-two years; yet 
until Gentile civilization and its hosts 
of adventurers came to Utah, I was 
never accosted, molested, or insulted, 
and I never carried a revolver since 
there I dwelt. If this was not some 
one pulling the long bow on the doc- 
tor, it was ne doubt one who in some 
direction had committed himself, and 
feeling himself ‘‘unwhipped of jus- 
tice” was afraid even of his own sha- 
dow. Our author next touches that 
knotty principle, polygamy, and de- 
clares ‘‘that as a consequence the 
women look dejected and depressed, 
that they lack the brightness of bappy 
wives and mothers.” Seeing that very 
many of those same women are not in 
polygamy, it is a question as to how 
the doctor detected the difference. 
[Perhaps this gift belongs to his cog- 
nomen of L.L.D., (Doctor of Laws). ] 
He overlooks the fact that the women 
of Utah are workers, housewives in 
very deed, that they are religiously in 
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earnest, and spend but little time in 
seeking to interest those in whom they 
have no concern. [And even had they 
been introduced individually or en 
masse, to their calumniator, with his 
L.L D., they might not have formed 
any more flattering opinion of a titled 
one, than did the ‘‘ Palestine Party,” 
to whose invitation () the doctor 
credits his trip of discovery to Utah 
Territory. We are next informed that 
this ‘‘ unnatural and unchristian sys- 
tem cannot be long maintained,” but 
the writer fails to show by logic or 
argument, that it is either one or the 
other; as to its being nonatural it was 
commanded and approbated by the 
God of Nature, the God of the Bible; 
and as to its unchristian character, 
those who were first called Christians 
in Antioch belonged to a polygamic 

ple and were the followers of one 
who had a polygamic lineage, one who 
never during bis career (so far as we 
know) ever uttered a word, or made an 
implication against it, but he did de- 
clare that if the people to whom he 
preached were really the children of 
Abraham, they would do the works of 
Abraham. He also promised (see Rev. 
2lat chap.) that, that great city which 
should be inhabited by the Saints, 
„the holy Jerusalem descending out 
of heaven from God,” should have 
twelve gates, and at the gates twelve 
angels, and names written thereon, 
which are the names of the twelve 
tribes of the children of Israel, all 
sons of a famous polygamist and his 
four wives, one ‘‘ who as a prince had 
power vith God and men, and pre- 
vailed.” Gen. 22, 28.] Our author, 
with a glibness which, though charac- 
teristic, is incomprehensible, declares 
that G. A. Smith, cousin of the Pro- 
phet, Church Historian, and firat coun- 
cillor to President Brigham Young, 
said te him, The only passage in the 
Book of Mormon which speaks of 
polygamy condemns it, and denounces 
the judgment of God upon those who 
practice it,” further, it was only 
when Joseph. Smith's wife got old and 
ugly, that a second revelation came, 
authorizing him to take another wife ;” 
still further, It ever the time comes 
for it, we can fall back upon the first 


revelation.” I have no hesitation im 
declaring [this to be a malicious] fabri- 
cation, one probably which never would 
have been printed but that G. A. Smith 
had already passed to bis grave. In 
common with thousands of Utah, I 
have known that gentleman for near 
a quarter of a century, and if ever a 
man was noted for truthfulness and 
integrity that man was G. A. Smith. 
His Bishop (E. D. Wooley) testified 
at his funeral that as a member of 
his ward for over twenty years, he was 
an honest man, a man of integrity, 
and one whom he never knew to dis- 
semble or deceive.” President Brig- 
ham Young, at the same time and 
place, said as the result of forty two 
years intimacy, ‘‘he was a man who 
honored his being, his God, and his 
religion, and he considered the de- 
ceased had as geod a record on the 
other side as any Apostle that ever 
lived.” I therefore deny in toto both 
the remark and its application as. 
being improbable and unlike the man, 
[also out of love for the dead, respect for 
the Truth, and as a testimony against 
the man, who by a few days’ visit to the 
principal city of a great people would 
predicate their insincerity and future 
destruction as a Church; could any 
sane man, much less a Reverend and 
L. L. D., to boot, believe that a man 
with fourteen wives (Dr. S. Manning’s. 
statement), and the second man in the 
Church, would so far belie his life as 
to be guilty of that equivocatiou,— 
No, it cannot be! | The Book of 
Mormon only conditionally condemns 
polygamy; it does declare that when 
the Lord would have that order in- 
stituted he would command his 
people; this he has done, and it will 
not be abandoned, neither will it break 
up the ‘‘Mormon” system, nor will 
the death of Brigham Young de this, 
but when his mission is fulfilled his 
successor will de revealed [and the 
eminent U. S. official” and Rev. 8.
